DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-6, 8-9, and 25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not discloses the use of an apparatus for learning chords and 
notes of a stringed instrument having a fingerboard, the apparatus comprising a 
baseboard having thereon a pattern of chromatic notes each positioned in the 
same relative position as it appears on the fingerboard of the stringed 
instrument; and a plurality of templates for placement over the baseboard, each 
template corresponding to at least one particular key in a particular position and 
defining a plurality of holes through which notes corresponding to a particular key 
are visible and a base having a plurality of color coded bars extending radically 
that correspond to a finger pattern of a stringed musical instrument and where 
the bars correspond to a cyclic nature of finger patterns.
